I  haves  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Thirty- tift.li  Annual 
Report  of  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
of  Orrell  for  the  year  ending  December  3 1st,  1943.  Population 
(Census  1931)  6,949  ;  estimated  population  1943,  8,266. 


Births. — The  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  18*63,  the  highest 
since  1923,  when  the  rate  was  20*1  ;  1922,  21*3;  1921,  22*4;  1920, 
25*1  ;  1942,  17*2.  The  mean  average  birth-rate  for  the  past  ten 
years  was  15*83.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  six  years  previous 
to  1914  was  27*8,  and  1914-1918,  23*6.  There  were  154  live  births, 
71  males  and  83  females,  as  compared  with  146  in  1942.  Four  of 
these  Were  illegitimate,  1942,  7.  The  number  of  still-births  were  the 
same  as  in  1942,  5.  The  births  were  in  excess  of  the  deaths  by  46, 
1942,  60.  The  mean  average  number  of  births  over  deaths  for  the 
past  ten  years  was  34. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  causes  was 
108,  55  males  and  53  females  ;  1942,  86  ;  rate  13*06  per  1,000.  There 
were  3  deaths  from  violent  causes,  one  of  which  was  a  road  traffic 
accident.  Thirty-seven  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  institutions,  1942, 
23.  The  deaths  were  distributed  66  in  the  East  Ward,  and  42  in  the 
West  Ward.  The  mean  average  death-rate  for  the  past  ten  years 
was  11*91. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  death-rate  per  1,000  live  births  was 
32.  This,  was  the  lowest  rate  since  1934  (25).  The  mean  average 
for  the  past  ten  years  was  66.  The  rate  for  the  five  yearly  period 
1914  to  1918  was  132.  There  were  5  infant  deaths  registered,  4  males 
and  1  female,;  1942,  12;  rate  32;  1942,  82.  They  occurred  3  in 
the  East  Ward  and  2  in  the  West  Ward.  One  child  lived  only  18 
hours.  Two  were  first  born,  and  3  second  born.  The  causes  of  death 
were  :  2  Premature  Birth,  1  Congenital  Defects,  and  2  Pneumonia. 
The  percentage  of  infant  deaths  to  total  deaths  was  4*62  ;  1942,  1 1*76. 
In  three  cases  the  parents  were  sole  occupants  of  the  home.  Two 
of  the  child reu  died  in  insttiutions.

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Public  Health  and  Tuberculosis  "Regulations,  1912. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  new  cases  reported 
was  10,  1942,  8,  7  males  and  3  females.  Three  of  these  were  not 
confirmed.  They  occurred  8  in  the  East  Ward,  and  2  in  the  West 
Ward.  Seven  of  those  cases  received  Sanatorium  treatment.  There 
were  4  deaths  registered,  2  males  and  2  females,  rate  0-48  per  1,000, 
1942,  0-23.  The  number  of  cases  remaining  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  24,  16  males  and  8  females  ;  case  incidence  2-903 
per  1,000,  '1942,  2-84. 


N on- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Ten  notifications  were  received, 
two  of  which  were  unconfirmed,  and  one  removed  out  of  the  district. 
Their  ages  ranged  from  1  to  71  years.  They  occurred  6  in  the  East 
Ward,  and  4  in  the  West 'Ward,  7  males  and  3  females.  There  was 
1  death,  registered  rate  0-12  per  1,000,  1942,  0-0.  There  remained 
on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  36  cases,  21  males  and  15  females, 


case  incidence  4-35,  1942,  4-02.  The  case  incidence  for  all  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  was  7-25,  1942,  6-86,  death-rate  0-604. 

Respiratory  Disseaes  other  than  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused 
13  deaths,  1942,  14.  Bronchitis  7,  Pneumonia  6,  death-rate  J  *57 
per  1,000,  1942,  1  *65,  percentage  to  total  deaths  12-03.  Ten  noti¬ 
fications  of  Pneumonia  were  received,  7  males  and  3  females.  They 
occurred  3  in  the  East  Ward,  and  7  in  the  West  Ward.  Six  of  the 
cases  were  5  years  and  under.  The  incidence  of  Pneumonia  in  Orrell 
was  1-209  per  1,000,  England  and  Wales  1-34.

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  30  cases  reported  occurring,  22,  in  the 
East  Ward  and  8  in  the  West  Ward,  1942,  15.  Ten  of  the  cases  were 
under  5  years  of  age,  and  17  5  to  10  years  of  age  ;  case  incidence  3-508 
per  1,000,  1942,  1*77.  England  and  Wales  3-01.  Two  of  the  cases 
received  institutional  treatment,  and  one  case  was  of  a  service  man 
on  leave. 


Whooping  Cough. — There  were  21  cases  notified,  1942,  19,  distri¬ 
buted  11  in  the  East  Ward,  and  10  in  the  West  Ward,  9  males  and  12 
females.  Their  ages  ranged  from  5  months  to  6  years,  6  of  the  cases 
being  of  school  going  age.  In  two  different  homes  2  inmates  were 
affected  ;  case  incidence  2-54  per  1,000,  1942,  2-25.  England  and 
Wales  2-54. 


Diphtheria. — There  was  1  case  notified,  1942,  9.  It  occurred  in 
the  West  Ward,  a  male  of  6  years  of  age.  Bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  were  Tnade  in  9  cases  ;  case  incidence  0-12  per  1,000.  England 
and  Wales  0-88. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. — Age  group  0-4  inclusive, 
37  per  cent,  completed  the  course  ;  age  group  5-14  inclusive,  (34  per 
cent,  completed  the  course. 

Erysipelas. — Four  notifications  were  received,  occurring  2  in  each 
ward  ;  case  incidence  0-48  per  1,000,  1942,  0-23.  England  and  Wales 
0-31. 

Measles. — Notifications  from  this  infectious  disease  numbered  1(35. 
During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  134  notifications  were  received, 
59  in  the  month  of  February,  28  in  the  second  quarter,  and  3  in  the 
third  quarter.  They  occurred  1 10  in  the  East  Ward,  and  55  in  the 
W  est  Ward,  85  males  and  80  females.  Their  ages  ranged  from  3  months 
to  64  years.  163  cases  were  under  10  years,  and  8  under  1  year  of 
age.  In  nine  households  2  members  in  each  were  affected.  There 
was  1  death  registered,  rate  0-12  per  1,000.  England  and  Wales  0-02  ; 
case  incidence  19-96  per  1,000.  England  and  Wales  9-88. 
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Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.— One  case 
Ward  ;  case  incidence  0-12  per  J  ,000. 


was  notified  from  the  West 
England  and  Wales  0-08. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — One  case  was  notified  ;  treated  at 
home.  Vision  was  unimpaired. 


Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases. — -There  were  8  deaths  registered, 
1942,  12,  5  males  and  3  females;  rate  0*96  per  1,000,  1942,  1*42 
percentage  to  total  deaths  7-4,  1942,  11-76.  They  occurred  4  in  either 
Ward.  Their  ages  ranged  from  49  to  81  years.  Parts  affected  1 
stomach,  1  breast,  and  6  other  sites. 


Hospital  Accommodation.— The  township  was  well  served  by 

general  and  specialised  hospitals.  Infectious  cases  where  isolation 

at  the  home  was  impracticable  received  institutional  treatment. 

Thirty-nine  per  cent,  of  maternity  cases  occurred  in  institutions. 

Motor  ambulance  service  was  satisfactorv.

Water  Supply. — The  service  was  continuous  and  of  good  quality. 
Scarcity  was  experienced  at  week-ends  when  the  demand  was  greatest. 
The  source  was  a  reservoir  at  Bispham  under  contract  with  the  Wigan 
Corporation.  A  new  main  was  laid  in  Edge  Hall  Road.  A  new 
source  has  been  found  within  the  township,  and  the  necessary  prepara¬ 
tions  for  supply  are  nearing  completion. 


P ollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams.—  No  action  taken. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — -The  sewage  was  delivered  by  gravi¬ 
tation  in  underground  earthenware  pipes  to  the  boundary,  where 
it  joined  the  Wigan  Corporation  main  sewer,  and  was  conveyed  to 
Hoscar  for  treatment.  Periodical  flushing  was  carried  out. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  water  carriage  system  is  the 
aim  of  the  Council.  A  few  isolated  houses,  and  houses  considered 
for  demolition  are  still  served  by  privy  middens.  There  arc  43  privy 
middens  with  69  closets  attached  to  these  middens.  Fresh  water 
closets  numbered  2,609.  There  were  no  conversions  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing. — Collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  by 
motor,  by  day,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  by 
the  Council’s  workmen.  The  refuse  was  deposited  at  the  Council’s 
tip.  Collection  of  salvage  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Schools. — Sanitary  conditions  were  satisfactory.  In  the  month 
of  May  Chicken  Pox  was  prevalent  in  one  school,  and  Influenzal  colds 
in  all  the  schools  in  November.  There  was  no  closure  for  infectious 
disease. 
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Offensive  Trades.- — There  were  no  premises  employed  in 
offensive  trades,  or  rag  flock  manufactured  or  sold.

Factoiiy  and  Workshops  Acts. — There  were  32  Workshops 
in  the  district,  five  of  which  used  mechanical  power.  They  were 
inspected  periodically.  No  nuisances  were  found  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts. 


Housing  Statistics. — There  were  no  new  houses  erected.  The 
distribution  of  the  population  was  3T  persons  per  house,  and  the 
density  per  acre  was  5T.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  examined 
for  housing  defects  was  95,  incurring  237  inspections.  Apart  from 
these  85  houses  were  found  not  to  be  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit 
for  human  habitation.  In  12  of  these  the  defects  were  remedied. 
Overcrowding  occurred  in  isolated  cases,  due  to  cessation  of  building 
on  account  of  the  war,  and  newly  married  couples  finding  it  impossible 
to  procure  new  homes.  It  is  estimated  that  100  new  houses  would 
meet  the  shortage.  The  Council  anticipate  building  60  new  houses 
after  the  war.  The  chief  defects  were  defective  roofs,  down  spouts, 
sanitary  fittings,  and  blocked  drains. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Regulations.— The  dairies  at  the  farms 
were  clean,  tidy  and  well  looked  after,  although  little  used  for  storage 
of  milk  as  delivery  was  immediate  on  production.  The  cowsheds 
or  shippons  mostly  stone  built,  situated  as  outbuildings  in  the  farm 
yards,  structurally,  were  in  good  condition.  Cubic  air  space, 
ventilation,  and  lighting,  complied  with  the  regulations.  General 
cleanliness  was  good,  but  lime  washing  was  tardy.  The  cattle,  num¬ 
bering  196,  were  healthy  and  habitually  grazed,  but  lack  of  grooming 
in  some  was  glossed  over  by  the  excuse  of  being  short  handed. 
87  inspections  were  made.  Samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination,  and  were  found  to  be  free  from  Tubercle  Bacillus.  There 
were  17  dairy  farms  and  29  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors  (other  than 
cow-keepers)  all  registered. 


Meat  Inspection  Act. — The  following  quantities  of  food  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  :  30  lbs.  of  Corned  Beef, 
2f  lbs.  of  Meat  and  Vegetable  Ration,  6  lbs.  of  Corned  Mutton,  £-  lb. 
of  Pork  Luncheon  Meat,  4  tbs.  of  Cheese,  and  8  lbs.  of  Marmalade.
